They charge that prejudice: exists 
against them, which would render 
them unable to get a fair trial here. 

The motion for a change of venue 
was filed by Sigmund M. Bass, de- 
fense counsel, as_ the Lacy- 
Hartman case was about to 
be called. He filed also a@ mo- 
tion for discharge of the defend- 
ants, on technical grounds. The 
Court overruled the latter motion, 
and began hearing testimony as to 

e alleged prejudice. 

P The change of venue motion stat- 
ed that the alleged prejudice was 
due to recent news articles in the 
Pots-Dispatch, telling of the dila- 
tory motions by which the Lacy- 
Hartman case has been carried from 
the time of the indictment, more 
than 13 months ago, to the present 
and to a Post-Dispatch editorial 
commenting on the delay. These 
were published within the past 
week 

Several Lawyers Called. 

Several lawyers were among the 

witnesses called by Bass in support 

e motion. Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Hennings, in charge of 
the prosecution, is expected to call, 
as witnesses for the State in oppos- 
ing the change of venue, members 
of the present jury panel. The Cir- 
cuit Attormey’s office has followed 
Mis plan im other such cases, on 
le theory that actual members of 
the jury panel know best whether 
prejudice exists which is likely to 
prevent a fair trial. 

Hiram N. Moore, former Judge of

by Bass. He testified that he had 
heard a number of persons talk of 
the Lacy case—not much being said

MOUSE TRAPS BAITED 
WITH MATCHES USED 
TO SET FIRE IN FIELDS 


California Officers Hunt In- 
cendiary Who Burned 2250 
Acres of Crops.

STOCKTON, Cal., June 18.—The 
man who contrived a mousetrap so 
ingeniously that every peace offi- 
cer and fire. warden in San Joa- 
quin County would gladly beat a 
path to his door—to arrest him— 
continued his strange incendiarism 
yesterday after adding 1600 acres 
fire blackened grain land to his 
toll. 

In two fires, as tn a series of four 
which destroyed 650 acres earlier, 
officers found mousetraps so fixed 
that the heat of the sun would meit 
restraining adhesive tape, springing 
the traps and scratching matches 
against sandpaper. 

The possibility of a valley feud 
was being investigated by Sheriff 
Harvey Odell, County Fire Warden 
Victor Lyons and insurance agents, 
who said the incendiarist seemed 
to be aiming at a definite group of 


‘ranchers. 


Farmers of the section, keeping 
a sharp eye out for mousetraps, 
said there had been no labor trou- 
ble in recent years.

DISCARDS WIG IN COURTROOM 


Policemen Direct Traffic in Shirt 
Sleeves; Water Shortage 
Threatened. 

LONDON, June 18.—Lord Merri- 
vale, famous judge, discarded his 
wig in court today and policemen 
directed traffic in their shirt 
sleéves as England steamed through 
another humid day with no relief 
in sight. Five hundred policemen 
armed with birch brooms guarded 
the Ascot heath and race course 

from the danzer of fire. 

At 1 p. m., the temperature in 
London was 81 degrees in the shade. 
one degree higher than yesterday 
A guard was kept everywhere 
against wastage of water.

_ ELDORADO, I, 
Homer L. Meyers, 55 years old, 
wealthy - Eldorado dentist, was 
found shot to death on a farm two 
miles east of Equality this morning, 
apparently the victim of a robbery 
plat. 

The body, shot through the back, 
was found by [Ila Choisser, Saline 
County deputy sheriff and A. M. 


Mitchell, a Harrisburg photogra- 
pher, shortly before 10 a. m., fol- 
lowing an all-night search, started 
when Dr. Meyers failed to return 
to his home last night. 

The body was lying in a clump 
of weeds on the farm, authorities 
said.. 

Officers immediately began a 
widespread search for a man known 
as “Mr. Sinclair” or “Mr. Lee Arm- 
strong,” who was reported to have 
accompanied the dentist to the 
farm where the body was found, 
as a prospective buyer of the land, 
which was owned by Dr. Meyers. 

Woman Questioned. 

A woman who registered in an 
Eldorado hotel Saturday under the 
name of Mrs. Lee Armstrong and 
who, police said, admitted she ac-

“I first became alarmed,” Mrs. 
Meyers said, “when I saw a re- 
volver in Sinclair's coat pocket at 
noon yesterday when he came to 
our home to make arrangements 
for a trip with my husband to his 
farm.” 

Mrs. Meyers said-she sought to 
go along with the men on the trip, 
but that “Sinclair” insisted she go 
home. 

Seen Leaving Town. 


Police said they had received re- 
ports that Armstrong was seen in 
Eldorado after Dr. Meyers’ auto- 
mobile was found about 8 p. m. 
Later he was reported to have been 
seen driving out of town in his own 
car. 


Dr. Meyers’ office had been ran- 
sacked some time between Satur- 
day night and early today. Police 
were unable to learn whether any- 
thing was taken, however. 

“Armstrong’s woman companion 
admitted, officers said, that she was 
not his wife, but refused to give 
her correct name. She said she 
met Armstrong in Chicago about 
two months ago. 

She told police that her home 
was in Corpus Christi, Tex., and 
that she was married and had 
one child. 3

strong” about 9 o’clock last night 
just before he left Eldorado and 
that he had told her he had “made 
$6000 on the farm deal.”

TORSO FOUND IN TRUNK —

IN TUFVERSON MYSTERY

BRIGHTON, England, June 18. 
HE torso of a woman, from 
which the head, arms andj. 
legs were severed, has been 

found in a trunk in the luggage 

office of the Brighton Railway 

Station. . 

Officials are seeking to de- 
termine if the torso is that of 
Miss Agnes Tufverson, Ameri- 
can woman lawyer, who dis- 
appeared after marrying Ivan 
Poderjay, a Jugo-Slavian army 
captain now under arrest in 
Vienna. 

The woman was thought by 
police to have been about 40 
years old. Her height a" 
was 5 feet, 2 or 3 inch 

The paper bore the letters 
“Ford,’ which police thought 
might be part of the name of 
a town. 

Investigators discovered that 
the trunk was left at the sta- 
tion after noon on June 6. The 
trunk itself is constructed of 
plywood covered with light 
brown canvas. It measyres 27 
by 17 by 11 inches and has 
wood and brass fittings. 

There were no baggage labels 
on the trunk, indicating to po- 
lice that it had not previously 
been used.

SEARCH EXTENDS 
TO 3 CONTINENTS

NEW YORK, June 18.—Miss Ag- 
nes C. Tufverson, woman lawyer, 
has been missing since last Dec. 20.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today signed a bill 
authorizing $522,000,000 for road 
construction over a three-year pe- 
riod. 

In signing the Hayden-Cartwright 
road measure, the President issued 
a statement notifying state Legis- 
latures ‘that the road program 


wuold be only on a 50-50 basis and 
that unmatched emergency grants 
were to be abandoned. 

Funds for the first year of road 
in the 


Gonstruction are contained 
pending deficiency bill. 

The President issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“As long as the roads of the na 
tion are used by more than 24,000,- 
000 automobiles and trucks, con- 
struction and improvement of roads 
will be of major importance. 

“The. Hayden-Cartwright Act 
seeks to stabilize highway building 
with Federal and State funds by in- 
suring a work program for the next 
three years of fer-reaching propor- 
tions and benefits. 

Tapering-Off Process. 

“Highway work under the Nation- 
al Recovery Act is more than 90 
per cent under contract or adver- 
tised for contract, and the new pro- 
gram is necessary to sustain high- 
way employment on an adequate 
and reasonable scale for the re- 
maining period of recovery. | 
“The act also provides for a grad- 
ual tapering-off of emergency high- | 
way expenditures and lays the 
foundation for a return to normal 
expenditures.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—As «@ 
foretaste of what it expects to re- 
veal by continued investigations 
this summer, the House Military 
Affairs Committee in a preliminary 
report asserts that it has uncov- 
ered approximately $175,000 of im- 
proper expenditures in the conduct 
of the Port Newarx supply base, in- 
cluding payments of about $25,000 
to O. V. Kessler, a discharged sen- 
ior auditor of the War Department, 

as “hush money or a virtual Bribe. 

The $11,000,000 Port Newark 
army supply base ‘was leased to the 
Mercur Corporation by the War 
Department in 1926 under a con- 
tract by which the Government was 
to receive 90 per cent of the net 
proceeds from the storage and 
warehouse business conducted by 
the Mercur Corporation. 

Acting on the report of a sub-com- 
mittee, Chairman John J. McSwain 
of the full committee reported to 
the House Saturday that the 
agreement, entered into by Hanford 
MacNider as Assistant Secretary of 
War, was illegal. The report said 
that, although the Mereur Corpor- 
ation had received over a period of 
eight years about $4,000,000 from 
customers for storage, “only $8 in 
cash has actually reached the Trea- 
sury of the United States,” 

Says MacNider Had No Authority, 

The report declares that Mac- 
Nider had no authority to enter inte 
the .greem¢. because the law spe- 
cifically restricts the power to ex- 
ecute a lease to any property ac 
quired during the war to either the 
President or the head of the depart- 
ment in question. 

The subcommittee further reports 
that in its eyes the agreement was 
not a lease but an operating con- 
tract under which the Mercur Cor- 
poration became the agent of the 
War Department. The War De 
partment legal division has con- 
tended that the agreement was «a 
lease. 

The Mercur Corporation, accord 
ing to the report, has a capital stock 
of 455000, entirely owned by the 
Jarka Co., a holding company con- 
trolled by F. Jarka, who has large 
stevedoring and shipping services 
around New York Bay and at other 
points along the Atlantic Coast.

EVASION OF LAW 
ON BIDS CHARGED 


‘Glaring Example of Mis- 
management’ in Flying 
of Mail—In Statement 
He Asks for Hearing in 
Open Court.

WASHINGTON, June 18 — A 


House investigating committee of 
eight members recommended to 
Gecretary of War Dern yestercay 
that Major-General Benjamin D. 
Foulois, chief of the Army Air 
Corps, be dismissed “without de- 


lay.” 
Striking back at the committee 
for its secret hearings, Foulois 


said in a statement: “I consider 
that the accusations are most un- 
fair and unjust and I am ready 
and willing at any time to meet my 
accusers in open court.” 

The committee's report, to be sent 
to President Roosevelt this week, 
charged the General—in command 
of the Air Corps since 1931—with 
“dishonesty,” “gross misconduct,” 
“incompetency” and “mismanage- 
ment.” | 

Discusses Report in. House. 

Chairman Rogers said today on 
the House floor that Gen. Foulois 
told a “lie” to the Military Affairs 
Committee. 

Discussing the report, Rogers 
said Foulois had testified that army 
pilots who would fly mail planes 
had had from 30 to 60 hours of 
night flying. He then quoted fig- 
ures to show that those who had 
been involved in accidents had av- 
eraged much less night flying than 
that, some of them having had 
only 8.2 hours. 

Referring to Foulois’ testimony, 
Rogers said: “It’s a lie—a false- 
hood that the chief of the Air Corps 
told to us under oath.” 

Rogers quoted from a statement 
issued by Foulois expressing regret 
that the committee’s hearings had 
not been open to the public. 

“Major-General Foulois himself 
came before our committee and 
asked that the hearings be kept 
secret,” Rogers said. 

Rogers asked that House mem- 
bers read the committee’s report 
and help see to it that there is a 
“thorough housecleaning” in the 
Army Air Corps:

ficials have quoted him as saying 
his marriage to her was bigamous;

In England, 
detectives said they heard of other 
amounts given him “for invest- 
ment.” 

Miss Tufverson had $25,000 on de- 
posit in a New York bank before 
her disappearance. 

New York investigators have 

been tracing Poderjay’s baggage, 
especially a large, shining black 
piece of luggage he guarded care- 
fully.

The committee said a “glaring 
example of mismanagement and in- 
efficiency” by Foulois “is apparent 
from his actions or failures to act 
in connection with plans and prep- 
arations prior to the transportation 
of the air mail.” 

Foulois testified, the report said, 
that he had informed a postal] of- 
ficial he was “quite certain” *the 
army could carry the mail and that 
airmen had had 30 to 60 hours of 
night flying. One pilot, the com- 
mittee added, had had only 17.3 
hours before crashing to his death 
and another 8.2 hours. 

“Testimony before the commit- 
tee,” the report said, “showed the 
total lack of preparations made by 
the chief and assistant chief of the 
air corps for the welfare of the per- 
sonnel engaged in the carrying of 
the mail.” 

Reply by Foulois. 

Foulois declared “it is to be re- 
gretted” that the committete “has 
conducted its hearings in secret, 
rather than in open session, in or- 
der that all the facts and all the 
testimony could be made available 
_ to the public.” 

“I have no fear,” he said, “of the 
ultimate outcome of any fair and 
impartial investigation of my acts, 
or my service in connection with 
my administration of the Army Air

T. Herrick, the American Ambassa- 
dor to Paris, and he encouraged 
her to study law. On her return 
to the United States she became an 
attorney for the Electric Bond & 
Share Co. 

Apparently she lived a quiet and 
uneventful life in her apartment. 
After the marriage Dec. 4 in the 
Little Church Around the Corner, 
Poderjay gave up his quarters and 
moved into the apartment,

Enemies Turn Machine 
Guns on 50,000 ABC 
Marchers—Many Women 
Among the Victims.

HAVANA, June 18.—Twelve per- 
sons were killed and about 60 
wounded yesterday in political fight- 
ing. The total fatalities for two 
days of disorder reached 15. 

Guerilla warfare, carried on in- 


termittently for months, reached 
a climax when 50,000 members of 


ithe ABC society, a powerful pollti- 
cal organization, marched through 
the principal streets, the big event 
of a two-day fiesta which enemies 
had sworn to break up. 

When the marchers reached the 
intersection of Neptun~ Street along 
the fashionable Prado Boulevard 
the music of brass bands was in- 
terrupted by the clatter of machine 
guns. 

Whistle Is Signal for Attack. 

The attack came as a complete 
surprise. A whistle sounded and 
shots were fired into the boulevard 
from side streets. Marchers, in- 
cluding several women. well dead or 
dying. 

Thousands of bystanders watch- 
ing the parade were thrown into a 
panit and trampled one another as 
they rushed for shelter. Women 
screamed. Some fainted. 

ABC members who were armed 
dropped to their knees and re- 
turned the fire. After six or seven 
minutes the assailants fled. The 
line of march was reorganized and 
the parade continued. 

During the shooting the ABC flag- 
bearer cooly held his banner aloft 
as comrades dropped about him. 


Counter-Attacks Averted. 


Cooler heads in the ABC prevailed 
last night and prevented threat- 
ened counter-attacks on enemies of 
the society. No serious disorders 
occurred, although a bomb explod- 
ed downtown. 

Government spokesmen said every 
effort would be made to run down 
the assailants. 

Reports that four men who led 
the attack were captured by ABC 
men and burned to death in their 
automobile were denied by police. 
Rafael Escalona, said to be one of 
the four, spoke by radio from a hos- 
pital to deny the report. 

Some observers expressed the 
opinion that the killing of the ABC 
paraders demonstrated the nation 
was not ready for normal! political 
functions and it would be danger- 
ous for the various parties to hold 
political rallies now. 

The Cabinet was to devote a ses- 
sion to the week-end of strife. Ob- 
servers could not recall another in- 
stance in Cuba’s history where 
women had been fired on in such 
a manner. 

Three men were killed by rifle 
fire and a bomb explosion Saturday 
night at the Triumphal arch in Cen- 
tral Park, where the ABCs, among 
the original opponents of ‘former 
President Machado, were eelebrat- 
ing.

NRA Head Said to Have Known 
Nothing of Scheduled Ad- 
dress at Chicago.

CHICAGO, June 18.—There were 
boos for Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, 
NRA Administrator, when it was 
announced that he was not on hand 
to address t he National’ Associa- 
tion of Retail Grocers this morning. 
Word came indiréctly that Gen. 
Johnson knew nothing about a 
speaking appearance scheduled on 
the program, but H. C. Peterson, 
secretary-manager, declared that 
the invitation had been plain. 

“This is a direct slight,” Peterson 
said. “We must express our disap- 
proval of these Mussolini tactics.” 
Boos from the grocers were inter- 
rupted by an unidentified member, 
who charged that in inviting John- 
son to speak before Clarence Dar- 
row, author of two reports criticis- 
ing the NRA code administration, 
the group had attempted to “put 
Gen. Johnson onthe spot.”

BORN WITH 50 BROKEN BONES, 
BABY NOW EXPECTED T0 LIVE 


Indianapolis Child, Month Old, Still 
Strapped to Frame; Body 
Lacks Calcium.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 18.— 
Caroline Ruby Mercer, a month old 
Saturday, is expected to live al- 
though she was born with more 
than 50 fractures in her bones. She 
still is strapped to a narrow 
board with her legs fastened with 
gauze to a framework at right 
angles to her body. 

When she was born it was not 
expected that she would live. Both 
thigh bones were broken shortly 
after birth when attendants lifted 
her feet. X-rays revealed the oth- 
er fractures. 

The thigh breaks were set with 
adhesive tape. Doctors decided the 
other breaks would heal better if 
left alone. They said the baby’s 
bones were brittle because of im- 
proper assimilation of calcium in 
the body. She was removed from 
a hospital several days ago.

ADVISERS FAVOR 
RELAXING OF NRA. 
CONTROL OF TRADE 


Executives in Session at 


Hot Springs, Va., Think, 
However, Some Federal 
Supervision Is Needed. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOT SPRINGS, Va., June 13.— 
Business executives constituting 
thé industrial Advisary Board of 
the NRA, reached the tentative con- 


clusion today that recent relaxa- 
tion of the Government regulation 
of industries and trades should be 
extended. 

The executives concluded their 
three-day private meeting here to- 
day with a discussion of the Blue 
Eagle’s permanent place in the 
American economic system. 

No decigion for final recommen- 
dation to Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson, 
NRA Administratior, was reached, 
but it was the concensus that Fed- 
eral supervision should delimit it- 
self to the greatest extent possible. 

This followed a more general de- 
cision that the basic ideas of the 
NRA should be a definite part of 
business organization in the Unit- 
ed States, and that the Federal 
Government’s supervision is an es- 
sential of that supervisory power. 

George H. Mead, chairman of the 
executives’ meeting and president 
of Mead Corporation, Dayton, O., 
told newspaper men that it was 
virtually impossible to make a 
flat general statement covering 
the business viewpoint. In the 
broadest terms, he said, the exec- 
utives thought the Government’s 
influence should be removed from 
those plants and industries whose 
functions are least noticed in the 
economic system. 

The NRA, for instance, already 
had eliminated from national su- 
pervision certain of the purely 
service trades, such as barber 
shops, and the elimination might 
be extended to include others of 
chiefly local significance. 

Consideration also was given to 
the problem of price-fixing and 
Mead gave it as his personal opin- 
ion that the recent NRA declara- 
tion against any but the most len- 
ient of price control policies was 
accurate. 

The executives decided to set up 
a more permanent form of business 
organization in Washington, be- 
lieving the business viewpoint had 
not been adequately represented. 
This plan contemplates the perma- 
nent residence in Washington 
five business leaders who will be 
paid by industry. 


BANKS TN PAY AFTER OCT, | 
FOR NEW DEPOSIT INSURANCE 


Protection Increased From 
to $5000, but U. S. Won’t Make 
Immediate Charge. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Banks 
which have contributed to the tem- 
porary Federal deposit insurance 
fund will not have to make any im- 
mediate payment for additional 
protection provided their depositors 
by Congress. 

Leo T. Crowley, chairman of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpo- 
ration, notified bankers that such 
added payments would be post- 
poned until after Oct. 1. Congress 
increased the limit of insurance for 
each depositor from $2500 to $5000, 
effective July 1. 

The added payment which this 
increase will necessitate from the 
banks, Crowley said in a letter, will 
depend on the amount of deposits 
shown eligible for insurance by a 
certified statement as of Oct. 1, 
1934, compared with the amount 
eligible last Dec. 15. Accordingly 
the corporation has postponed sec- 
ond certified statements of the 
banks from June 15 until Oct. 1. 


Len Small 72 Years Old. 
KANKAKEE, Iil., June 18.—For- 
mer Gov, Len Small was 72 Satur- 
day.

“Tf, therefore, Kessler is to be the 
primary and practically the final 
auditor upon the expenses of the 
Mercur Corporation, then we are 
not surprised that the Mercur Cor- 
poration should do everything pos- 
sible to stand well in the eyes of 
Kessler. Consequently, we find 
from the testimony that shortly af- 
ter the execution of the contract 
the officials of the Mercur Corpora- 
tion purchased tickets for Kessler 
and his wife to Europe and return, 
at a cost of $600 but represented 
as obtaining berths and transpor- 
tation that would cost an ordinary 
traveler much more than that. The 
Jarka Corporation had quite an 
advantage in dealing with shipping 
companies. * 

“Furthermore, later Kessler was 
furnished a trip to San Francisco, 
at a cost of approximately $1300 
and this was charged up to the 
Mercur Corporation and by the 
Mercur Corporation charged up as 
operating expenses, and therefore 
was-paid out of the receipts of the 
property belonging to ‘the United 
States and therefore virtually paid 
by the’ United States. 

Payment of $24,889. 

“Furthermore, during the period 
of his service as senior auditor: for 
the particular property, the Mercur 
Corporation paid to Kessler and 
through Kessler, as they admit by 
their letter ,of Aug. 23, 1932, the 
total sum of $24,889. The payment 
of this money was in our judg- 
ment totally illegal, and both the 
Mercur Corporation and Kessler are 
jointly responsible for this money. 
The officials of the Mercur Cor- 
poration were bound to know that 
they had no right to pay this money 
for the purposes for which it was 
paid, and Kessler was bound to 
know that he had no right to re- 
ceive it. The officials of the Mer- 
cur Corporation were bound to 
know that practically every cent 
of this approximately $25,000 was 
hush money or a virtual bribe to 
shut the mouth of Kessler, and, 
through him, to shut the mouths of 
his superior officers, as to the con- 
duct of the property by the Mercur 
Corporation. 

“This approximately $25,000 is 
small in comparison with the real 
sums of money involved in this 
transaction. If, by the payment of 
$25,000 to Kessler the audits of oth- 
er expenses would be made super- 
ficial and vast sums of money im- 
properly paid out would be ap- 
proved, then the Mercur Corpora- 
tion would be the great gainer. 
For illustration, the officers of the 
$5000 Mercur Corporation were re- 
ceiving extravagantly large salaries 
for the business done and for the 
services rendered. For several 
years the president, Mr. 7 ‘R. Han- 
lin, received $25,000 a year; and, 
after the report by the Inspector- 
General, hereinafter referred to, 
agreed to reduce his salary to $15,- 
000 a year, which he is now re- 
ceiving. 

Unitemized “Expenses.” 

“But this same Mr. Hanlin would 
put in vouchers for expense ac- 
counts without ever having item-

ized or specified ‘one single dollar 
of such expense; and said expenses 
by him’ for the period of about two 
years approximated $6800. This 
same Mr. Hanlin drew an alleged 
expense voucher at one time for 
$423.75 and delivered the same over 
to Kessler, and Kessler applied the 
draft for same to the cash payment 
on a Studebaker automobile for his 
own use. 

“But it must be remembered that 
Kessler had the auditing and ap- 
proval or disapproval of expense 
items aggregating approximately 
$3,000,000 and also the auditing of 
the cost of repairs, maintenance 
and improvements aggregating ap- 
proximately $1,000,000; and if this 
disbursement to Kessler of approx- 
imately $25,000 made it possible for 
the Mercur Corporation to pad its 
payrolls and its expense accounts, 
and allow it sofficers to draw ex- 
cessive and unreasonable salaries, 
and for unlimited expense accounts 
to be approved for its officers, for 
which no items were ever fur 
nished, then it is manifest to any 
mind knowing human nature and 
accustomed to dealing with prac- 
tical affairs, that the money illegal- 
ly paid by the Mercur Corporation 
to/ Kessler was to close Kessler’s 
eyes and mouth, and ‘that, there- 
fore, the Mercur Corporation is 
guilty of such fraud in the conduct 
of the business they had engaged to 
do that it should be held, by rea- 
gon of its fiduciary relationship to 
the Government, to the strictest ac- 
count for money illegally paid out.” 

$510 for World Series Tickets. 

With the exception of $1458, As- 
sistant Secretary F. H. Payne, act- 
ing as the Secrétary of War in 
September, 1932, approved the $24,- 
889 payment to Kessler by the Mer- 
cur Corporation, holding, in effect, 
that the War Department had no 
control over the operating expendi- 
tures of the Mercur Corporation, 
although included in the payment 
was $510, which, according to the 
report, went for “world series ball 
game tickets, night parties and 
amusements of various forms,” 
prineipally for the entertainment 
of War Department officers and 
agents. ⸗ 

“By what logic or mental process,” 
the report continues, “could it ever 
occur to anyone that any of this 
$24,889.96 could have been spent as 
a means of advertising in order to 
induce additional business to the 
Mercur Corporation, when the 
money went not to prospective cus- 
tomers, not to members of the pub- 
lic, not to people who would store 
goods with the Mercur Corporation 
in the Government warehouses, but 
to Government officers and agents 
themselves? Surely these Govern- 
ment officers and agents did not 
have any goods to store. Surely 
they were not soliciting agents for 
the Mercur Corporation. Surely 
the payments to these Government

Matawan, N. J., Patrolman 
Wounded After He Is Called 
to Chief’s Office.

MATAWAN, N. J., June 18.—Pro- 
bationary Patroiman John Flood,

Harry Parker Taken From 
St. Clair County, Il., 
Because He Doesn’t ‘Like 
Way Sun Sets There.’ 


Harry Parker, defendant in the 
St. Clair County tax gr scandal 
who was arrested last week at St. 
Joseph, Mo., was taken today, at his 
own request, to the penitentiary ~ 
Chester, Ill. 

“Parker said ke ‘doesn’t like the 
way the sun sets’ in St. Clair 
County,” Assistant Attorney-Gener- 
al P. C. Otwell told reporters. “You 
will probably conclude that he has 
made a statement. I’m not saying 
he did.” 

Parker, in jail at Belleville since 
Friday, has expressed fear for his 
safety, saying he “knew too much,” 
Otwell said Parker would remain 
at the Chester penitentiary until 
his trial on charges of forgery or 
embezziement,. or until a special 
grand jury may be convened to re- 
opén the tax graft cases. 

Otwell would not discuss the case 
further. He left for Springfield 
to report to Attorney-General Koer- 
ner soon after Parker, in custody 
of Sheriff Munie and several depu- 
ties, departed for Chester. 

/ Parker Refuses to See Visitors. 

Parker, Munie said, had declined 
to see visitors who called for him 
at the jail. Among yesterday’s vis- 
itors, the Sheriff said, was Secre- 
tary of State Dwight Brown of Mis- 
souri, to whom Parker says he is 
related by marriage. Parker’s 14 
months as a fugitive ended when 
he disclosed his identity in obtain- 
ing a job at State Hospital No. 2, 
using Brown’s name as a reference. 

The forgery charge against Par- 
ker is based on letters purporting 
to be signed by Addison J. Throop, 
formerly chairman of the St. Clair 
County Board of Tax Review, 
which Parker sold to a St. Louis 
newspaper a few weeks before the 
Post-Dispatch published exclusively 
Throop’s confession of tax grafts. 

Parker was an employe of Throop 
in his East St. Louis printing of- 
fice. The embezzlement _indict- 
ment charges him with withholding | 
$120 of the printing company’s | 
money. 
Throop’s Appeal Pending. 

Throop, who admitted the exist- 
ence of a tax graft ring which ex-. 
tended favors to large taxpayers in 
return for money, is at liberty un- 
der bond after pleading guilty of 
conspiracy and being sentenced to 
one to five years in prison and 
fined $2000. His appeal is based 
on the contention that he should 
have been permitted to withdraw 
his guilty plea and stand trial.

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GOLD HOLDER DEFEATED 
ON TWO POINTS IN APPEAL 


U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals Does 
Not Pass on Validity of 
Law in Decisions. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—The Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals 
today unanimously denied the ap- 
peal of Frederick Barber Campbell, 


lawyer and capitalist, from a deci- 
sion of the District Court dismissing 
his motion to enjoin the United 
States Attorney from prosecuting 
him for failure to report the hold- 
ing of gold bullion worth about 
$200,000. 

The Court of Appéals also denied 
Campbell’s appeal from the District 
Court’s denial of an order directing 
the Chase National Bank to sur- 
render the gold to him and refuse 
its delivery to the Government. 

The appeal concerning failure to 
report holding of the gold was dis- 
missed on the ground that the court 
of equity has no authority to en- 
join the Federal prosecutor, from 
bringing an alleged offender into 
court for trial unless there shall ex- 
ist specific conditions which do not 
appear in the Campbell case. 

The appeal concerning the bank 
proceeding was denied without de- 
cision as to the legality or constitu- 
tionality of the gold-holding act, on 
the ground that Campbell should 
have sued in the state courts to re- 
strain the bank, as he is a citizen 
of the State of New York and the 
bank is engaged in business within 
the State.

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TO SEEK MODIFICATION 
OF FILIPINO FREEDOM 


Commissioner on Way Home 
to Manila to Warn People 
Against Dangers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 18. — Com- 
missioner Pedro Guevara of the 
Philippines yesterday coupled a 
warning to the United States that 
his people would ask for modifica- 
tion of the Philippine independence 
law with a plea to his own coun- 
trymen to recover from their in- 
dependence spreé and face real- 
ities. 

Guevara, leaving the capital to 
make his first.trip home in il 
years, said he was prepared to tell 
the Filipinos frankly that in his 
opinion the complete independence 
granted them by the Seventy-third 
Congress would spell disaster if it 
is accompanied by sevérance of the 
economic ties that have existed for 
a third of a century. 

Guevara will be a delegate at the 
Philippine Constitutional Conven- 


tion meeting in the fall to frame 


the constitution required under the 
recently-enacted McDuffie-Tydings 
independence act. He said he would 
take advantage of his stay in the 
Philippines to counsel with his peo- 
pié, and warn them to forget the 
generation old political war cry of 
“Complete independence at any 
cost,” and face the realities such 
a situation would bring. 
Poverty and Disaster. 

Speaking to reporters, Guevara 
said severance of economic ‘ies 
with the United States would spell 
unhappiness, poverty and disaster 
to the islands, because of inability 
to readjust markets quickly. 

In his opinion the Filipinos are 
sobering after the long independ- 
ence fight in Congress and have 
begun to study the true economic 
aspects of suddenly finding tariff 
barriers confronting all their prod- 
ucts shipped to the United States. 

Since 1903 free trade has existed 
between the United States and the 
islands, and extensive trade rela- 
tionships have been built up. The 
islands do about 75 to 80 per cent 
of their buying and selling with the 
United States. 

Sees Need of Protection. 

Guevara was pessimistic about 
setting the Philippines adrift in the 
present confused Far Eastern situ- 
ation, and expressed belief the 


‘islands would need the protection 


of this Government for many years 
to come. 

He foresaw the day when the 
Filipinos, after sober thought 
would return to the United States 
with a. plea for modifications of 
the law. 

“We must decide at our forth- 
coming convention,” Guevara said, 
“What our relations, actual and 
future, will be with the sovereign 
power—the United States.” 

Greater home rule under a@ com- 


monwealth form of government 
would satisfy the Philippine crav- 
ing for self-government, he said. 

A commonwealth form of govern- 
ment during the 10-year transition 
period is provided for in the in- 
dependence act. It is to be followed 
by complete independence. Gueva- 
ra doubted if the Filipinos, after e 
taste of economic disruption, 
would accept the eventualities of 
the present act.

State Government Cost Increased 
90.7 Per Cent From 1923 to 1932; 
Per Capita Cost Up:70.4 Per Cent 


Report-on Finances, Published By National 
Industrial Conference Board, Shows 
Education Is Largest.

WASHINGTON, June 18. — The 
cost of state government in the 
United States increased from $1,- 
310,300,000 in 1923 to $2,499,000,000 
in 1932, or 90.7 per cent, while the 
per capita rose from $11.75 to 
20.02, or 70.4 per cent, according to 
a report on state finances made 
public yesterday by the National 
Industrial Conference Board. 
During the period from 1923 
through 1931 the proportion of the 
total cost of state gavernment at- 
tribltable to operation and main- 
tenance decreased and the propor- 
tion for capital outlays increased. 
Capital outlays increased from 27 
per cent of the total in 1923 to 37.5 
per cent in 1931, while the percent- 
age of funds devoted to the opera- 
tion and maintenance of general 
departments declined from 68.4 in 
1923 to 57.7 in 1931. 
The states spend relatively more 
for capital outlays than either the 


Federal Government or local gov- 
ernments. The reports attributes 
this fact to the predominance of 
highway construction and mainte- 
nance as an item of state expendi- 
ture. State expenditures for debt 
service, on the othér hand, repre- 
sent a smaller proportion of ag- 
gregate expenditures than do sim- 
ilar payments of the, Federal and 
local governments. 

Education is the largest item of 
current expenditure in state bud- 
gets. In 1931 the states spent $592,- 
000,000 for the maintenance of 


institutions of higher education and 


teachers’ training schools, appor- 
tionments to minor civil divisions 
of state education departments and 
a comparatively small amount of 
libraries. State aid or apportion- 
ments to local governments for ed- 
ucation amounted to $393,000,000, or 
about two-thirds of all current ex- 
penditures for education.

Dodd at Berlin to inform the Ger- 
man Government that the United 
States expressed strong regret that 
new hardships had been brought 
upon American creditors holding 
German obligations. 

Department’s Statement. 

The department made the follow- 
ing announcement: 

“The Secretary of State on June 
18 instructed the American Ambas- 
sador at Berlin to protest formally 
and energetically to the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs against the recent 
summary, indepemdent action of 
Germany with respect to her exter- 
na! debtors. 

“The Ambassador was instructed 
to state that this action by Ger- 
many seriously affects the Govern- 
ment of the United States and its 
nationals and that the Government 
of the United States takes occasion 
to express its strongest regret that 
new losses are thereby imposed 
upon American citizens and that 
debtor-creditor relations have been 
further impaired.

January, 1933, was made yesterday 
by Franz von Papen, Vice-Chancel- 
lor, in an address to students of 
Marburg Univeritsy. 

No Berlin newspapers printed 
even an excerpt from the address. 
Notice was served by the Govern- 
ment-controlled German News Bu- 
reau on its subscribers that the 
speech’ must not be published in 
Germany. 

Von Papen, though high in the 
Nazi Government, was not original- 
ly for Hitler. He was Chancellor 
when Hitler rose to power and it 
was said President von Hindenburg 
gave Hitler the chancellorship only 
on condition that Von Papen be in- 
cluded in the ministry. Von Papen 
is a Junker, a former army officer 
and a staunch Roman Catholic. 

He criticised the attempt to have 
one political party rule Germany, 
instead of making the new Ger- 
many “the real people’s state.” 

Confidence Shaken. 

Von Papen frankly admitted that 
“the Reich’s Government is not de- 
ceiving itself about the fact that 
the rich treasure of confidence 
which the German people bestowed 
upon it is in damger. 

“The Government is well in- 
formed,” he continued, “about all 
in the nature of selfishness, lack of 
character, untruth, ungentlemanli- 
ness and arrogance that is trying 
to spread out under the cover of 
the German revolution.”

Less Than One in 10 Eligible 
Projects Will Get Cash, 
Officials Say.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Many 
communities counting on Public 
Works Administration money for 
construction projects face disap- 
pointment. 

Congress has decided to give the 
PWA not more than $500,000,000 to 


carry on. It can get another $250,- 
000,000 by selling its RFC municipal 
securities. 

Of the total, $50,000,000 already, is 
earmarked for projects now under 
construction, and Federal projects 
will take another slice of the funds. 

Applications for new non-Federal 
work call for spending $3,300,000,- 
000. Officials estimate that less 
than one of 10 eligible projects can 
receive any PWA cash. They are 
going ahead with plans for spend- 
ing the money they will have. 

It was pointed out that the PWA 
may not get even as much as $500,- 
000,000, since the legislation making 
it available would permit the Pres- 
ident to allocate to public works as 
little as he saw fit and the RFC 
money could be used only for loans 
—not grants. 

In the Federal building schedule, 
$40,000,000 is to go for naval con- 
struction, $65,000,000 for postoffices 
and $45,000,000 as second-year allot- 
ments for large Federal projects al- 
ready under construction. 

Of the remaining funds, officials 
said such projects as sewers, schools, 
waterworks and others of unques- 
tionable social value would receive 
preference. 

A small reserve will be held to 
take care of any possible increases 
in construction costs.

American Movies in France. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NOTE in the Post-Dispatch of May 

19 a news article entitled “Would Bar 
American Movies.” 

You will be interested in knowing that 
while a certain small group of the 
French industry, made up of French pro- 
ducers and distributors, and a very few 
exhibitors, probably not more than 5 per 
cent of the latter, are petitioning the 
Government to bar the importation of 
American films for a number of months 
and even after that to make the cost of 
importation so high that it would be 
practically prohibitive—the same group 
is lobbying for a subsidy of 5,000,000 
francs (some $330,000) from the French 
Government to push the sale of French 
motion pictures in the United States. 

Charles Delac, who is head of the 
Chambre Syndicale, which body is re- 
sponsible for both these movements, is in- 
terested in French production and distri- 
bution. From 90 to 95 per cent of the 
French industry, in other words, the the- 
aters of France, are not members of Mr. 
Delac’s -group. In other words, a very 
small minority is trying to rule the whole 
industry in France and, in order to gain 
their ends, are perfectly willing to put 
out of business a great mass of French 
motion-picture theaters that are absolute- 
ly dependent upon American films to 
keep their doors open. 


The well-known French newspaper, La: 


Depeche de Toullouse, states that this 
plan for subsidizing French pictures in 
the United States was not to be com- 
municated to the press of the country. In 
other words, Mr. Delac hopes to get his 
prohibition against American pictures 
through the Government offices and, at 


the same time; push his personal inter-' 


ests in French production by using the 
Government’s subsidy for publicising 
French films in the United States. 

In another French paper, Marianne, 
Henri Jeanson satirizes the project ’ as 
follows: “One cannot sufficiently praise 
Delac, who, while using every influence 
to end the popularizing of American films 
in France, is trying to organize a plan 

» for popularizing French films in the 
United States.” 

A large group of French theater own- 
ers in opposition to Mr. Delac’s plan have 
petitioned the Government for an allow- 
ance of more American pictures to come 
into France, rather than fewer. At the 
present time, original versions of Ameri- 
can pictures are only allowed to be shown 
in 15 theaters in France. The theater 
owners have petitioned to increase this 
number to 100. 

According to the French theater own- 
ers, out of 174 French films available 
in 1933, only 20 were considered as first 
class from a commercial standpoint and 
only 65 of ordinary quality. It is hard 
to believe that any government in the 
world would be so unfair to a foreign 
commodity as to pass anything as dras- 
tic as the proposal by Mr. Delac. 

The American motion picture distrib- 
utors stil! hope that their product will 
not be barred from French distribution.

| THE STEEL TRUCE. 

Credit for averting the threatened — * strike 
goes to William Green, president of the’American 
(Federation of Labor. The veteran labor leader rose 
dramatically and effectively to the occasion. He 


|offered a mediation plan which was accepted by the 


convention of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers practically as submitted. He 
spoke movingly, as a man who had worked long 
years in the mines, had gone, through the bitter 
experience of a Jong strike and knew what it meant 
to the strikers and their families. He spoke, too, 
with the wisdom and authority of leadership. He 
declared the proposed strike would be a blow to 
the labor movement and disastrous to the country 
as a whole, and, as. someone remarked, his plea 
‘was, in effect, an ultimatum against the strike. 

The Green plan proposes the appointment of an 
umpartial board of three members by the President 
of the United States to arbitrate employe-operator 
disputes. | 

The board’s jurisdiction is to be broad enough to 
cover any violation of the labor, provisions of the NRA 
code; to arrange conferences for collective bargain- 
ing when requested by representatives of employes 
selected under Section 7A of the National Recovery 
Act; to serve as arbitrator in any dispute between 
employes and employers if the question is voluntar- 
ily submitted by both parties; to hear and determine 
any matter of discrimination against or discharge of 
an employe in violation of Section 7A. 

Acceptance of the Green plan was conditioned 
upon similar action by the steel industry, which is 
expected to come through the American Iron and 
Steel Institute. ' 

It were too optimistic to say that peace prevails 
along the stee] front. At most, a truce has been ar- 
ranged. It is none too secure. But a breathing 
space has been afforded in which wisdom and toler- 
ance can find opportunity to effect a rational modus 
operandi in the steel industry.

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HITLER AND AUSTRIA. 

Since the World War, Germany has fondly cher- 
ished the idea of Anschluss, or union with Austria. 
Speaking the same language and beset by many 
common economic problems, there is valid reason 
for the two nations to unite. 
however, frown upon any plan that would produce 
powerful Teutonic nation of more than 70,000,000 
population, that would dominate Central Europe and 
perhaps the entire Continent. So drastic has been 
the opposition that three years ago the other Powers 
vetoed even a German-Austrian trade union. With 
the rise of Hitler in Germany, there were many signs 
that a consoNdation was imminent, despite the Allied 
countries’ protests. England, France and Italy a 
few months ago issued a declaration that Austrian 
independence must be maintained. 

And now, in his conference with Mussolini, Hitler 
has agreed that Austria shall remain independent. 
This is not so great a concession as it might appear, 
however. The joker lies in Mussolini’s agreement to 
make no objection if a Nazi becames Chancellor of 
Austria. If England and France view it in the same 
manner —that Austria would still be independent 
with the Nazis in power—the way is open for Hitler 
to dominate that country. Hitler is head of the Nazi 
-party, and Aystrian Nazig give him allegiance as do 
party members in Germany. He would be the power 
behind the throne if the Austrian Nazis win control. 
The Hitler group is playing a canny game in Aus-’ 
tria. It might have seized power in the confusion 
last February, when Austria was in a virtual state 
of civil war. Instead, the Nazis seem confident that 
the fruit will fall into their laps without their 
troubling to shake the tree. Propaganda continues; 
there are occasional demonstrations and bombings, 
but the waiting game goes on. Austria is a danger 
spot of Europe, made so by the ruthless dismember- 
ment imposed in the peace treaty. In fact, it has 
been remarked that Austria has no domestic politics 
—only international politics. -By his agreement with 
the Italian dictator, Hitler has moved a step nearer 
to realizing his ambition to control the ‘country o 
his birth. | 
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CARTAGENA, PORT OF CALL. 

News that Mr. Roosevelt plans to stop at Car- 
tagena, Colombia, sent us to the encyclopedia. We 
supposed it to be a humdrum port of call for tramp 
steamers, a typical South American town lying like a 
lizard under the tropical sun, its sanitary department 
manned by buzzards, its inhabitants drowsing in 
every cool hole and corner, its gayety restricted to 
an evening promenade around a ramshackle band- 
stand in the plaza.

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HAVE WE LIVED TOO WELL? 

Two among the many popular explanations of the 
causes of the industrial debacle of 1929 have gained 
wide currency. The one has it that America, during 
the post-war boom, was living beyond its means, 
spending too much, consuming too much. The other 
blames over-capacity, argues that we built too many 


chines, equipped ourselves to produce too many 
goods. So often, during depression, have we been 
told these things that many of us have come to be- 
lieve them. | 

Of course, it is impossible for both of these depres- 
sion theories to be true. Logically, each éxcludes 
the other. Obviously, if industry was suffering from 
an excess of plant capacity which was standing in 
idleness, our people were not consuming too many 
goods, were not living beyond the nation’s means. 
Just as obviously, if they were spending too much 
and living too well, there could be no surplus of 
plant equipment. Logic, therefore, should have 
shown us that one or the other of these arguments 
was false. Now, however, the busy economists of the 
Brookings Institution have exploded them both. 

In a voluminous report on “America’s Capacity to 
Produce,” the Institution’s research staff shows that 
our level of living has never, even at the peak of 
prosperity, come near to overtaxing our resources 
or our productive equipment. Production, even in 
1929, fell 20 per cent below full capacity. In that 
year, we could have employed a million more men 
in mines and factories, could have boosted our na- 
tional income from 90 billions to 105 billions, with- 
out improving or installing a single machine. 

This does not mean, however, that our industrial 
capacity was excessive. It cost, at that time, about 
$2600 a year to maintain a family of five at a mini- 
mum level of health and decency. But 16,400,000 
Amefican families were below that level. Full opera- 
tion of our productive plant would no more than 
have sufficed to bring them up to it. It would have / 
given an added $765 in goods to every family with 
an income of less than $2500, or an afided $595 to 


vance in living standards would not appear to us_to 
be excessive. 

The Brookings report is not without significance 
for those who are now directing our economic des- 
tinies. Many of the provisions of the NRA codes— 
limitations on machine hours, quota systems, prohi- 
bigions on new capacity—are based upon assumptions 
which the Brookings economists have now shown to 
be false. Crop curtailment and the Tennessee Val. 
ley program of subsistence farming and handicraft 
production likewise assume that-it would be danger- 
ous for us to produce too many goods. The Brook- 
ings study may well provoke a re-examination of 
first principles in Washington.

WEW CHANCE FOR A NEEDED LAW. 

For several sessions of the Legislature, St. Louis 
and Kansas City have vainly attempted to obtain the 
passage of a permanent registration law. We know 
of no valid objection to such a law; on the contrary, 
its advantages are clearly to be seen. In the case 
of St. Louis, it would save the taxpayers an average 
of $150,000 a year, minister to the convenience of 
voters and constitute, if properly administered, a bet- 
ter guarantee against fraud than the present system. 

Thanks to the initiative, the taxpayers now have 
an opportunity to obtain such a law for themselves. 
The League of Women Voters is circulating initiative 
petitions for a permanent registration law for Kansas 
City. In order for the proposal to be placed upon 
the ballot, these petitions must contain the signatures 
of 5 per cent of the legal voters in two-thirds of the 
congressional districts. Some 25,000 signatures must 
be obtained in St. Louis alone. The proposed law, 
while limited to Kansas City, can be made to apply 
to St. Louis by simple amendment by the Legislature. 

Walter Matscheck, director of the Civic Research 
Institute of Kansas City, who has been urging per- 
Manent registration for many years and is an author- 
ity on the subject, says that the proposed law is the 
best registration and election statute that has ever 
been prepared. It has behind it the experience of 
various other states that have passed such laws, 
and the benefit of the study in this field of the 'Na- 
tional Municipal League. We do not believe it nec- 
essary at this time to discuss in detail the merits of 
the bill. The importagt thing to do is to insure its 
presence on the ballot at the November election. We 
urge voters to lend their signatures to the petitions, 
so that this may be accomplished. , 
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THE MENACE OF MAX BAER. 

As the world’s greatest fighter, Max Baer is no 
longer a private citizen. He now occupies the throne 
upon which beats the fierce white light. What he 
does or doesn’t do are events of pith and moment.

Capitalism and Planning 


Conditions have changed greatly since the day when higher wages meant a brake 
on capitalism's development, writer says, for mass consuming power now is of 
highest importance; tempting as Fascism may be in some ways, ‘it cannot solve 
problems; says intelligent planning, but not dead routine, is the only solution. 


Emil Lederer, Dean of the Graduate Faculty of Political and Social Science’

problem that cannot be answered 

with a simple Yes or No; not because 
the question is meaningless or because the 
answer is impossible, but because the prob- 
lem does not lead to a short and ready solu- 
tion. It involves an analysis which is tire- 
some to people who believe that the social 
sciences should produce easy formulas, 
sweet and convenient drugs against all 
evils. But capitalism is the result of a com- 
plicated, protracted historical process and 
cannot be dismissed with a monosyllable. 

I do not believe that capitalism has failed 
through a lack of moral forces. On the 
contrary, it was not until the capitalistic 
period, with its establishment of a new 
leisure class, that true humanitarianism and 
the social idealism which concedes the right 
of tolerable existence to all human beings 
came into being. In judging capitalism, it 
would not be fair to overlook the rise of 
ethical feelings and standards. 

But the rise of capitalism has meant the 
creation of a huge machine, in the service 
of which the individual is chained. There 
is little room left for independent decision; 
people have to accept work wherever and 
in whatever form it is offered. 

Paradoxically, the state, which at the be- 
ginning was asked in the interest of indi- 
vidual freedom to leave capitalism to its 
own devices, is asked today in the interest 
of individual freedom to intervene and res- 
cue freedom from the automatic forces of 
business. But the state itself is only the 
concentration of principal social forces and 
therefore in the grip of the same anony- 
mous powers against which it is called to 
act. It can direct-the struggle only to the 
extent that public opinion becomes perme 
ated and transfcrmed by a renewed ideal of 
economic freedom and develops political 
forces to achieve it. t

This new battle for freedom, individual 
life, independence, is not a fight between 
two types of men, between tyrants of busi- 


banks and state-owned railways, industries, 
public utilities—have been developing for 
decades; they can be used now as the nu- 
cleus for planned efforts. Their leading man- 
agers and officials are, by the very nature 
of their work, not of the old individualistic 
type, they must of necessity think in terms 
of the whole system, they are necessarily 
familiar with the problems of planning. Un- 
der such direction, institutions of this kind 
can lead our social system toward a new 
economic order.

Certainly such an attempt to attain a 
planned economic system would be  con- 
fronted with serious difficulties. Capitalism 
is based on private ownership in business, 
and entrepreneurs are not likely to accept. 
in a spirit of altruism the losses that might 
be entailed in the decisions of a ‘planning 
board. To be sure, even without the inter- 
vention of planning, they often suffer heavy 
losses because of decisions, beyond their 
control, of other entrepreneurs. Capitalistic 
economics has its cemeteries, full of victims 
slain by technical progress, by over-invest- 
ment, by sudden changes in fashion, by the 
mischances of the business cycle, 

So far, working within a highly organized 
and still unruly capitalism, we have taken 
only the first steps toward a planned éco- 
nomic system. Limiting credit expansion 
during the upswing is of paramount im- 
portance, but this can no longer be done 
simply by playing with the interest rate 
and by open market operations. Stronger 
measures are necessary. Those industries 
which lead during the boom must be con- 
trolled and if necessary checked; invest- 
ments which cannot pay and which only de- 


. base old investments must be prohibited.

ANE ADDAMS of Hull House, 
Margaret Sanger, the tormented 
crusader, and thwarted Helen 
Kelier,—these are the three great- 
est living women in America. At 
least, Dr. A. L. Sachar thinka so. 
Historian, biographer and lecturer 
at the University of Illinois he is 
vitally concerned with personal- 
ities and their dynamic effect on 
the course of civilization. This sum- 
mer he is giving a series of lectures 
at the St. Louis Y. M. H. A. 

It is his conviction that a study 
of such women would do more 
good than a million cut-and-dried, 
indigestible text-books. However, 
he points out the danger of heroine- 
worship; the idea is to concentrate 
on the causes these women advo- 
cate. Although the “bloomer girl” 
of the post-war era was persecuted 
and thrown in jail for her picketing, 
she got what she wanted—votes for 
women. Although Jane Addams 
stood for peace when it was a pa- 
triotic crime, she is responsible for 
the powerful Woman’s Peace Par- 


tty. Although Margaret Sanger was 


railroaded into exile, only last month 
a Senate committee voted favorably 
on a bill permitting the dissemina- 
tion of birth control information.

The times were turned inside-out to 
fit them. 

Hull House, Chicago, the famous 
social settlement experiment, was 
founded in 1889. Jane Addams by 
the sheer force of her personality 
gathered a group of young people 
around her and faced the poverty, 
dirt and ignorance of those who 
had never had a chance. “There 
was nothing of the parlor dilettante 
about her,” said Dr. Sachar. “This 
work wasn’t a fad, or the brain 
fever of a tea-hound. Past her

doorstep came the weary, the social 
outeasts, the exploited foreigner 
who knew nothing of the ways of 
a get-rich-quick country. All those 
who needed help, regardless of their 
social branding, got it there. 

“In reality she’s the first unof- 
ficial labor minister in the United 
States. Everything that’s worth 
while in social service is symbol- 
ized in Hull House, her handiwork. 
Her book on the settlement has 
been translated into every civilized 
language. She has become 2 citi- 
zen of the world, and the greatest 
living woman of them all. 

“I think she’s the ideal combin- 
ation of goodness and intelligence. 
You know, too many people have 
the idea that if everybody was good 
all crimes would cease. But that’s 
‘wrong. Some of our good men have 
been the worst; they carried their 
goodness to such an extreme that 
it became a cruelty. But Jane Ad- 
dams has practical intelligence har- 
nassed with her virtue. 

“Not content with one cause to 
work on, she became a peace lead- 
er. That doesn't sound so dangerous 
now-a-days, but during the war- 
mad years it was equivalent to so- 
cial suicide. She stood for peace, 
not only in time of peace—but in 
time of war. She was called a 
traitor, a slacker. But she realized 
that women alone, if they banded 
together, could do more to stop the 
war than all the soldiers being sent 
to the slaughter grounds. In 1915 
she was elected first president of 
the Woman’s Peace Party. That 
same year she was appointed chair- 
man on the Committee on Perma- 
nent Peace, authorized by Con- 
gress. Last year she shared the 
Nobel peace prize. The world had 


caught up with her kKieas again.” 

A great creative personality, 
Margaret Sanger has probably been 
in conflict with the law more than 
the average crusader. When she 
first started her campaign she was 
a young, red-haired nurse, burning 
with the idea that scientific birth 
control was the salvation of human- 
ity. “Her courage and her fight 
against the odds of social ostracism 
show how sincere her convictions 
were,” said Dr. Sachar. “All the or- 
ganizations were against her when 
she started her work. The stigma 
of smut was placed on her; it was 
made personal. She had to bear 
many hardships. 


“After she'd been working for 
some time in this field she pub- 
lished “The Woman Rebel’ and 
gave information that was against 
the law. She had powerful inter- 
ests working to silence her. As a 
result she was indicted for sending 
birth control literature through 
the mails. They called the case be- 
fore she had time to prepare an 
adeqaate defense. Now she was 
faced with the alternative of the 
trial (which meant five years in a. 
Federal prison), or flight and an 
opportunity to carry on her work. 
That night she made her decision, 
slipped off to. Montreal and board- 
ed a steamer for England. She was 
a woman without a country, no 
name, no passport, no money. 


“Bernard Shaw and Bertrand 
Russell became her friends and 
helped secure her return to the 
United States, the authorities hav- 
ing dropped the case. Since that 
time she has traveled over the world 
and set up a nétwork of organiza- 
tions. Societies who persecuted her 
have now placed their endorsement 


R. SACHAR placed Helen Keller 

as the third on this list. To 

him she is the symbol of mag- 
nificent courage. “Born with the 
doors of her senses closed, she was 
able to develop qualities of great- 
ness from within,” he said. “Re- 
member — she couldn’t see, she 
couldn’t hear, she couldn’t speak. 
She lived in an eternal night. How 
this woman made herself into a mu- 
sician, author and lecturer by proxy, 
is a saga of human perseverance. 

“Her book ‘My Life’ has given 
strength to millions of readers. We 
think we have. tréubles, but they 
are nothing compared to hers. Her 
bravery is rare, more so because 
she’s not a normal person. It was 
hard enough to teach her physical 
things . . . like water or heat, but 
to teach her abstract qualities. ... 
as love or hate—was a great break- 
ing down of the dark veil. And 
all this entirely from within her- 
self.” 

If we stressed more value upon 
people like these women instead of 
soldiers or adventurers of material- 
ism, Dr. Sachar believes we could 
develop a civilization that encour- 
aged and evolved human co-opera- 
tion. He wants to know when we 
are going to get a textbook of 
social values, of true culture for the 
schools, 

He admits that the attitude to- 
ward women in the past has been 
for her to stay at home and inspire 
her husband, if possible—that only 
recently have women had a chance 
at career—and that only now are 
women breaking down the man- 
made barriers of inequality. “But 
a woman must have character to 
get out in the world,” he continued. 
“A soft woman can't do it. As for 
women attaching themselves to a 
cause. ...I don’t mean they should 
go about with long faces, attack- 
ing every evil in sight: By giving 
themselves to creative work they 
will be renewing the vigor of per- 
sonality within themselves.”
